ICS is very great. It is indeed no ex- 
kind. One might sav that history is 
aggeration to assert that our whole 
modern civilization owes its peculiar 
etamo indirectly to mathematics. 
The principal value of mathemat­ 
ical study arises from the fact that it 
exercises the reasoning pow-er more, 
and claims from the 
memory 
less, 
than any other secondary school sub­ 
ject. 
The 
study 
of "mathematics 
should result in the development of 
power, rather than in the acquisition 
o f facts. Not the one who knows a 
a great many mathematical facts is a 
good mathematician, 
however, 
but 
the one who can apply these facts in­ 
telligently, who can 
discover 
facts 
that are new to him. and who can re­ 
construct those facts which he has 
forgotten. The bulk of all mathe­ 
matical work is reasoning. Especially 
is this true of geometry, which if 
properly taught and assimilated by 
the students is nearly all reasoning. 
Of 
the 
students 
starting 
high 
school in the eighth grade, approxi­ 
mately sixty per cent do 
not 
a t­ 
tend coliege. Some quit before they 
graduate and others do not have the 
chance 
to 
attend 
college 
after 
graduation.

It >s the duty of every registrant 
to keep his local board advised at all 
tim es of the address at which 
mail 
will reach him without delay, G en­ 
eral Page pointed out. 
A ny regis­ 
trant who fails to conform to 
the 
S elective Service A ct and 
R egu la­ 
tions, he said, is liable to punishm ent 
“ by im prisonm ent for not more than 
five years or a fine of not more than 
* 1 0,0 0 0 , or by both such fine and 
im prisonm ent” . 
General Page stated that so 
far 
m ost cases of delinquency have been 
found to have been due to ignorance 
of the law or carelessness on the part 
of registrants.
